Southern Financiering.

It was an axiom of the old abolitionists
that tbe Democratic party had its head in the
Sounth and its tail in the North, and there are
many indications that even the mighty
changes of the war have not destroyed the
ancient babit of Democratic subserviency to
Bouthern leadera. The candidates of the New
York Convention received their most sincere
applause in the “Rebel yell'” which rent the
air when the favorites of the Confederacy be-
oame the standard-bearers of the lost caunse;
and the most important clause in the platform
was dictated by Wade Hampton, in the inte-
rests of Bouth Carolina nullifiers and seces
glonista. Nothingis clearer than that a Demo-
oratio trinmph means a Hebel trinmph, aod
that it wonld restore to power over the whole
nation the men who failed so lamentably in
their effort to establich a rival and hostile gov-
ernment at Richmond.

It has been the fashion to land the wisdom
of the old pro-slavery oligarchs, and it eannot
be denied that they were wonderfully bold
and succeseful politicians, but as & class they
were destitute of all the higher attributes of
gtatesmanghip. If this nation should, by any
unfortunate accident, again fall under their
rule, we tremble for ite destiny., They wounld
not only seek to accomplish their avowed pur-
poee of overthrowing the reconstraction policy
of Congress, but they would give fres reins to
their old feeling of hatred for the North and
Northern interests, and inspired by the worst
passions, they wonld adopt the most desperate
means to achieve evilends. The joint impulse
of their folly and their fury would inevitably
destroy the oredit of the United States Govern-
ment, and by this destruction they wonld
spread financial ruin throughout the land.
If the people of the United Btates,
especially those who possess real conservative
leanings, could fully understand the nataral
fruits of Democratic suoccess, it would be
utterly impossible for Beymonr and Blair to
carry a single State which was ever imbued
with loyal feeling, The assault uponm the
credit of the Government made by Buchanan’s
traitorous Cabinet officers, was one of the most
important preliminary steps taken to facilitate
the organization of the Rebellion, and if the
bonds issued to prosecute the late war are
dishonored, the Rebels will be reinspired with
a hope of renewing their Confederacy by the
impossibility of the nation soquiring the
meana to ornsh a second gigantio conspiracy.
Considering that Demoeratio ascendanocy means,
essentially, Southern ascendancy, the nation
would have goodcause to fear the destruction of
its oredit, in the event of the eleotion of Bey-
mour and Blair, from the blunders of Bouthern
statesmen even if they were not antagonistio
to the national debt. With all their regard
for the Confedersoy, these wiseacres utterly
destroyed its oredit by unwise legislation.
One of their expedients at a oritioal period was
to tax bonds one handred per cent. to forcs the
holders to exchange them for & new loan, and
from that moment they were mnever able to
obtain, voluntarily, a dollar from the victims
of their donble dishonesty. With these men

What we would say about newspapars, is
that mapy people are too apt to overlook the
amonunt of information they receive from such
gources, On all snbjects—wa say on all sab-
Jects—for a newepaper writer is compelled a;
one time and avother, to embody the current
news of the day—political, biographical, sta-
tistical, even sclentific. He is expeoted to
give the latest information on these subjects,
and that, too, in a space necessarily restrioted.
We have no hesitation in saying that very fre-
quently as much kuowledge is compressed in
gome newepaper artioles as ofh be tound in

| magazines. Let us not be misunderstood. It
| %8, of couree, not to be expected as a genera)
I thing that the writer confilned to a coluamnu, or
perbaps little more, can condense as muoh in
that small space as the same writer might
ocoupy in the pages of a magazine, where hs can
gpread his thonghts, digressions, and illustra-
tiona over one, five, or ten pages; but the very
nature of his position forcea him into giving
all the information that is possible In so small
& space, 80 that althongh digression and epi-
godical matter is frequently impossible, yet
readers benefit thereby in getting the subject
before them im & manner which, if the writer
understands his business, gives them a great
deal without there being wauting that variety
of articles on other subj:cts that all readars
demand. We wonld addoce in sapport of our
position the fact that articles from the London
Times have been collected and deemed worthy
of publication in book form. Conspionous
among such pieces that ogeur to us at the
present moment is also the description of Kiog
| Victor Emmanuel’s entrance into Venice, pub-
lished in the New York Tribune, the very
paper that , replied so well to the general de-
pouncer of newspapers. Such a descriptive
letter would grace any magazine.

The facility for condensation to which we
have adverted is not habitnal even with many
distinguished for scholarship. The late Ei-
ward Everett is a notable instance. One of
the ablest of American scholars, our readers
will remember that scarcely a more deplorable
failure ever was known than the series of arti-
cles contributed by him to a New York jour-
pal. It was not from want of learning, but of
the art of adapting that learning for everyday
use., Many & writer with not one-tenth part
of Mr, Everett’s abilities could surpass him at
this description of writing. It is a peculiar

department of literature. It is not al]
great writera who excel in many
branches. Mr. Prescott oould, as we

all know, write a good history, but not a
good essay. Certainly not good in the sense
we apply that word to such essayists as
Jeflrey, Rev. Sidney SBmith, Macaulay, or Ste-
phens. The late Mr. Coleridge did write articles
for the Loundon Morning Herald, so did the
late Mr. Sterling for the Z'imss. Sir Robert Pesl
occasionally, it is said, worte artioles for the
same journal: M. Disraeli is said to have
written such articles in the early part of his
career. French mnewspaper writers attained
high posts. Thiers, Guizot, Armand Carrell,
Bainte Beanve, and a host of others
might be mentioned. When, therefore, the
increasing task of ohromioling daily events is
regularly looked for, it should ocoasion no

surprige if, in the hurry incidental to 8o many
matters, some particnlar one should fail to be
treated with the fulness and space of which it
ia deserving, and, consequently, it is not ask-
ing too much on onr part for & little forbear-
suce for such an occasional short-coming,

Tux Democrars lavish much pathos upon
Geperal Grant's alleged refusal to exchange
the Confederate prisomers, who had been well
fed and well cared for in the North, on equal
terms for the starved and dying victims of
Bouthern cruelty.
